If you change ISP (IntexNet Service Provider), simply send me an 
email advising the change, and I will do my best to implement the 
change quickly. 


For those unfortunates, whose ISP has made a change without advising 
their customers of the potential impact of that change on 
subscribers to email lists like the boatanchors, where one must 

be a subscriber to post to the list, try to follow along... 


Under some circumstances, the changes to your email address are 
"transparent" to you, but prevent posting. I get error notification 
for these kinds of problems, and I try to work them out. However, 

I may miss one, and on this end, the process is anything BUT 
automatic. 


You have a bigger stick than I do. You and your ISP have the primary 
responsibility to repair the problems caused by the change at the 
ISP. I have zero leverage with your ISP, and you have great leverage. 


Most ISP maintain a customer service department to help with problems 
like these. This should be your first line of support for email 
problems. I am happy to assist and consult, but try to understand 

that when your ISP makes a change to their email handler, and that 
change prevents you from posting to the boatanchors list, I can help, 
but resolving this problem is your responsibility, working with your 
ISP. I am but a volunteer, contributing my time to administer the list.

Stuff from the attic: 


Cabinet 1 - 16-3/8" x 2-5/8" x 5" solid steel cabinet - no holes except 
those in the flange which would be used mount this cabinet to a rack panel 
or on a chassis. No rust, good original light green paint job - $5 plus 
shipping. 


Cabinet 2 - 17-1/2" x 3-1/4" x 6-3/8" - perforated steel cabinet uncouples 
from rack mount front panel (included). The front panel, which is not 


flat, has numerous round punched holes for pots, lamps, connectors. No 
rust, fair original light green paint - FREE plus shipping. 


Cabinet 3 - 17-1/2" x 3-1/4" x 6-3/8" - perforated steel cabinet uncouples 
from rack mount front panel. The front panel has numerous round punched 
holes for pots, lamps, connectors. No rust, fair original light green 
paint. The hole pattern in front panel is different than that of Cabinet 
2. No rust, fair original light green paint - FREE plus shipping. 


Cabinet 4 - 4-12" x 5-1/2" x 9-1/4" - ventilated (w/slots) steel cabinet - 
has DZUS fasteners on rear which can be used to hold a chassis in place 
and low profile rubber feet. I have TWO of these that are identical - $5 
each plus shipping. 


Cabinet 5 - Rack Cabinet with handles on both sides and an open back. It 
will hold up to 17-1/2" of panels and equipment that is a maximum of 17" 
deep. Fair paint job. Cabinet is steel (no rust) and the front trim ring 
is painted aluminum. $20 pickup only in Dallas area.
